CHICAGO, Oct. 8.—Bilood- 
shed followed in thd trail :of 
Chauncey M. Depew and his 
three-mile escort of Repubili- 
can marching clubs tonight. 
Just as the last company in 
line turned the corner of 
Sedgewick street and Chicago 
avenue, it was charged om by 
an organized gang of men 
who had concealed themselves 
in the dark recess of an un- 
lighted alley. The rioters 
were repulsed finally by the 
marchers, but not until four 
or five of the Republican 
marchers had been injured, 
some of them quite seriously. 
The most seriously injured 

were: 

MICHAEL BALL, found on 
the street unconscious after 
the struggle, nose broken, 
eye cnt, three teeth knocked 
out, struck on the head with a 
brick, taken to hospital. 
GEORGE HUGHES, picked 
up unconscious, having been 
struck on the head with a pav- 
ing block, slight contusion 
of the skull. 

CAPT. MAURICE WOOL. 
MAN, struck on the back of 
the head and stunned. 
ROBERT LANG, knocked 
down and injured about the 
body by being stepped on. 
Many others of the march- 
ers were more or less hurt 
and their uniforms ruined. 
The men who procigitetes the 
riot escaped. 

Senator Depew spoke under 
the auspices of the Marquette 
Club, a strong Republican or- 
ganization. 

The club had erected a large 
tent at North Clark street and 
North avenue, capable of seat- 
ing 4000 people and it was 
completely filled.

Moreover, President Cleveland was 
never popular with the rank and file of 
his own party. His successes had 
come largely because of the #s#tr/¢g 
support given him by independent 
publicans.. It was in the “ck of 
thorough loyalty to t President on 
the part of Democrats which made so 
easy the Republican triumph in 1894, 

During the last two years of Cieve- 
land’s second term the issue for the 
campaign of 1896 was made up. That 
issue was the free coinage of the silver 
dollar by the United States glone at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. Never has a Pres- 
idential election turned upon a clearer 
issue more sharply defined. Such an 
event does not take place as a mere 
temporary accident. Its causes lie deep 
in the past. 

While the Civil War was in progress 
and for many years thereafter, the dol- 
lar in common use was legal-tender pa- 
per, commanding less vaiue than the 
coin of the same name. Millions of sim- 
ple folk unskilled in financial science 
entered into contracts during this pe- 
riod, many of which involved obliga- 
tions extending over long terms of 
years. The idea of change in the value 
of money itself did not enter into their 
thought. To them a dollar, whether of 
gold or silver or paper, was simply a 
dollar. The prevailing rate of interest 
was high, and when time finally 
came for the payment of the principal 
of th debts the dollar had so in- 
creased in value that the unlucky 
debtor was compelled to make a gra- 
tuity of from 1 to 25 per cent. in addi- 
tion to the value pledged in the con- 


concerned, the ulty was got over 
without serious consequences. On its 
face the paper dollar appeared as a 
temporary expedient to meet an 
emergency. It carried with it a no- 
tification of a prospective return to 
coin values. The debtor who inad- 
vertentiy signed a contract calling for 
dollars worth at the time 90 cents, 
which a few years later forced him to 
pay the same number of dollars cach 
worth 100 cents, could blare no one 
but himself. But when ¢«pecie payments 
were once more restored the expectation 
was general that the fluctuation in tiie 
value of the dollar would cease; That 
was the standard ament by which 
the policy of resumption had been e1p- 
ported. So in 1879 it was thought that 
at last a dollar had been provided in 
terms of which contrast: could be 
drawn and the obligations met, even 
after the lapse of a decade, in prac- 
tically/the same values. 

It was a disappointment to find that, 
even after a return to a specie basis, 
ihe dollar continued to increase in 
as rapidly as\it nad turing the 
five years preceding resumption. 
ors were stiil obliged in the legal! set- 
tement of a debt to pay not only nur- 
mal interest but also a gratuity to tne 
creditor. 

Part of the curse of the Civil War lay 
in the fact that political debate upon 
all subjects was habitually cast in the 
mold of inordinate sensation and pas- 
sion. The objection on the part of the 
debtor. class to settling contracts in 
appreciated dollars was in the parti- 
san language of the day branded as 
dishonest—as the manifestation of a 
disposition to commit a theft or rob- 
bery. Among debtors, on the other 
hand, there were those who were reaacy 
to believe that the changes in the 
value of the dollar were the result of 
deliberate intent to execute continual 
and perpetual spoliation upon the pro- 
ducing classes. This style of political 
discussion tended to increase mutual 
distrust and suspicion. When creditors 
accused their debtors of a purpose to 
defraud because they favored a policy 
for the continued use of the sllver dx i- 
lar, the enligsiitened debtor honestly be- 
that the charge was not sincerely 
made. 

Such severity of arraignment, such 
reflections upon the motives of oppon- 
ents were to be expected from the lips
